WASHINGTON, February 27.— Beports 


oome from California that the Kepnbli- 
aan candidates for the nomination for 
GoTemor of that State ar» carrying on 
a most active campaign iu a quiet way. 
One feature of the struggle, which ban 
not yet been discussed, will probably 
become of soma importance before ths 
contention meets. With the increase 
of population and wealth of ttia South- 
ern part of the State there has sprung 
-up the natural desire among the people 
there that that section should have more 
political power in the State.

California state that Southern 


California will demand cither the next 
Governor or (lie next United States 
Senator. As the State has not been ap- 
portioned since the census ef 1880 wan 
taken, the large increase in population 
in Southern California since that time 
is not represented in the Legislature, 
and the strength of that section is di- 
minished in that body to that «tent. 
This would prevent Southern Califor- 
nia from exerting the influence it ia en- 
titled to in the State Legislature and its 
prospects of electing a Senator t from 
that section are correspondingly dimin- 
ished. This fact makes it impractica- 
ble for Southern California to insist 
upon naming the next United States 
Senator, and it is therefore thrown back 
on its claim to name the nest Governor. 
This claim will be made, and it may 
disturb the plans of some of the candi- 
dates who lire in or about San Fran- 
oiseo.

A Wealthy Uuiou. 


To-day a wedding will unite two of 


the wealthiest Hebrew families in New 
York city. The bride is Miss Julia 
Woirnser, the only daughter of Isador 
Wormier of the firm of I. 4 S. Wormser, 
bankers. This lady ia reputed to be 
the richest Hebrew heiress in the United 
States. The groom is Jefferson Selig- 
m»n, son of James Seligman of the 
well-known banking firm. The cere- 
money will take place at th« home ol 
the bride, after which a wedding ban- 
quet and reception will be held at Del- 
monioo's. The list of inyititions to the 
reception is very large and embraces 
some of the richest and most prominent 
families in the city. The union of 
these two families is regarded on Wall 
street as one of the most important, BO 
far as wealth is concerned, that has 
taken place there for many years. 


How the People Are nude to Suffer. 


The Austin Reveille eays: 
It has been jast a year since Austin 


has been -without its daily mail. Up to 
lust March there was a daily mail from 
Battle Mountain ever since the Central 
Pacific Railroad was completed lo that 
point and beforo the railroad was com- 
menced there was an overland stage 
line which gave us daily communication 
with the outside world. This being the 
fact the absence of a daily mail service 
is severely felt by not only Austin but a 
very large section of country extending 
south, east and west of us. It is safe to 
say that 4,000 peopl* are affected by it. 


The reason w« have only » tri-weekly 


mail is this: When stntjes ruu it is left 
to the discretion of the Postoffioe De- 
partment to fts the compensation. When 
stages run between Austin tind Battle 
Mountain the pay was from §14,000 to 
516,000 a. year. 
After the Nevada Cen- 


tral was completed this pay was steadily 
ant) gradually cut down until now it 
will not pay for the coal burned on the 
train, and we all know that the receipts 
from passL-iigers anil freights will not 
justify running daily, keeping up a road, 
paying force, taxes, etc. So it became 
simply ft question of lessening service or 
bankruptcy. Hence daily trains were 
drawn off and only tri-weekly trains 
run. 


There is a stupid law ol Congress 


which is partially responsible for this. 
This law makes au arbitrary price to be 
paid per mile per ton of mail. 
On long 


roads like the Central Pacific this 
amounts to enough to be a big revenue 
but on the little feeders like the Eureka 
& Palisade 
and Nevada Central it 


amounts to very little. A distinction 
should be made iu this as in all other 
big and little enterprises. But w» think 
we see a ray of light ahead in this. 


Senator Fair is just now busying him- 


self to help Nevada all he can. We ars 
pleased to see this, for our little State 
needs all it can get from the General 
Government. Only last Saturday Sen- 
ator Fair telegraphed that he bad per- 
suaded the PostofSce Department to 
pat the mail service between Wmne- 
runcca and Paradise Valley back to a 
daily instead of a tri-weekly. As Para- 
dise ia nothing like as big as Austin, to 
say nothing ol its tributaries, it does 
seem as if there micht be a hope that 
the Senator can get us a similar exten- 


A year ago prominent Anstinites tele- 


graphed to Senators Jonen, Fair and 
Congressman Cassidy asking them to. 
try and get us a daily mail. The Kev- 
eille published the telegr.m at the time. 
Nothing ever came of it. 
In fact we do 


not remember tttat it was even acknowl- 
edged by the gentlemen to whom it was 
sent. Thors was a big tariff discussion 
going on in Congress at the time and 
everything bad to stand back for it. 
But it does now seem that a petition 
sioned by a few prominent residents, if 
Brain telegraphed our representatives iu 
Washington would ba likely lo spur 
them up to do nil they possibly can to 
help us in tbe matter. There is no rea- 
son why the daily mail should not be 
given Austin. If the railroad is treated 
anything like the stage lines were there, 
will be a daily mail immediately. We 
urge the matter upon our business men 
who are so deeply interested in it. Let 
it be attended to at once.

the product for 1880 was 460,000,000 
)bs, from 610,000 acres, valued at $39,- 
100,000, showing aa average of &%c per 
B> 854 B>a to the »cr», equal to $64 10 
to the acre. In 1884 the crop was 541,- 
504,000 Ibs, from 724,668 acres, valued 
at $44,160,151 showing an average of 
8.2o per ft, 747 8>s to the acre, equal to 
$00 94 to the acre. The crop for 1884 
was the largest up to that time, and the 
price was the lowest. The average for 
the above five years wan 433,401,463 Ibs 
from 658,234 acres, valued at $42,055,- 
493 or 8.7c $ B>. For the previous ten 
years the average was 464,920,000 fts, 
from 629,914 acres, valued at $89,770,- 
600.

Magnificent 


horses, covered with gold and silver- 
mounted harness, drawing" elegant car- 
riages can be seen every pleasant after- 
noon. 
Every one who keeps horses 


Meems to have made special preparations 
for this Winter. The carriages are all 
new, or bave just been overhauled, so 
that they look like new, and the elegant 
livery of the coachmen look as if they 
had.just come from the tailor's. The 
horses are clipped and handled, or else 
they are groomed so well that their coats 
look like velvet. The Sammer Victor- 
ias and phaetons have given way, for 
the most part, to coupes and landaulets. 
Horsemen say that Washington is im- 
proving just as rapidly iu its horses and 
cartinge aejin its residences, and they 
predict that in a very few years it will 
surpass any city in the' country in the 
number of elegant turnouts to be seen 
on the street. 


Tha President's equipage naturally 


attracts more attention than auy other. 
It is well worth looking at. The seal 
browns have improved very perceptibly 
under the care of Albert Hawkins. Each 
one weighs 150 pounds more than when 
the team came here. They are spirited 
and are driven without checks, usually 
to an elegant landau, but sometimes to 
a Victoria. The men on the box have 
new light 'livery with big, black fur 
capes. The President sometimes ridea 
out behind the office team—a spanking 
pair of clipped bays. 


Secretary Bayard's private team is » 


comfortubi looking pair ol bang-tailed 
bays, driven to a large coach. The Sec- 
retary has a fine saddle horse. It is 
said that no man is able to sit on his 
back, but Miss Bayard has him under 
perfect control. 
With-her he is as gen- 


tle as a lamb. 


Secretary Endicott's office team is a 


nice pair of big bays to a large carriage. 
He has a very handsome pair of bays of 
his own, however, and a new brougham 
and laudaulet. 


Secretary Whitney takes the lead 


among the Cabinet officers as a judge of 
horseflVsa. 
He delights in fine turnouts 


and spares neither trouble nor expense 
to secure the beet possible. His Wash- 
ington horses, seven in number, are 
kept at Downey's, and they are the ad- 
miration of the stable. A magnificent 
pair of clean-limbed, big roans, clipped, 
with the tails banged very short, are 
driven to a coupe, a Brewster broug- 
ham and Victoria. The coachman and 
footman wear light livery. Next the 
roans stand apuir of road horses, clipped 
bays. H» has two saddle horses—a 
black, with long tail and velvet coat for 
private use, and a banged-tail bay, and 
besides he has a bay buggy horse that 
oan trot in twenty. 


The other members of the Cabinet do 


not pride themselves on Ihcir horses. 
A handsome pair of big grays, brothers, 
belong to the Postotfiue Department, 
one for the Postmnster-General and the 
other for hia First Assistant. They 
could not bo told apart were it not for 
different looking drivers. 
Secretary
